as they go, are in accord with this 
great fundamental duty and which, 
as time passes, and experience rip- 
ens, will lead most naturally to the 
establishment of such a system." 


"Instead of ourseHes

the most vital duty of citizenship,' 
said Mr. Stimson, "we

hiring other men to do it 
for 
us. 


Other democracies have been

consistent and intelligent and today 
they are reaping the advantage of 
their action not only in their nation- 
al security but in the stability of 
character which their training has 
given to the individual.

STALLINGS AND HAUGHTON CONFER ON FUTURE OF THE BRAVES 


How Prussia Was Reforested. 


There was no need of celebrating: Ar- 


bor day in Prussia in the days when 
Friedrich Wilhelin I. was king, for that 
monarch had a plan all his own by 
which he replenished the forests and 
kept the country well supplied with 
fruit trean. 


According to Das Buch fur Alle. the 


king, having observed that there was 
a great dearth of fruit and oak trees 
in Prussia and not being willing to 
undertake the tremendous expense of 
reforesting the country himself Issued 
an order to all clergymen that, after 
June 21, 1720, they should refuse to 
perform any marriage ceremony unless 
the groom could produce evidence that 
he had just planted six fruit trees and 
an equal number of oaks. If it was In 
winter or In the middle of a dry sum- 
mer, 
when plants would not grow, the 


groom had to produce and lay aside a 
sum of money sufficient to cover the 
cost of the trees and promise to plant

Cue of the (luestioiiB asked us most 


frequently is, Which Is the rarottt of all 
the-btnnips? There arc nut a few clolm- 
ant« for this honor, all of v\ Ulcli are ex- 
ceedingly rare, stumps of which but n 
single copy Is known to exist. Indeed, 
there Is c\ ideuco which leads us to be- 
lieve that some stumps viere printed 
and used of whlcli no copies ut all are 
known to bo In existence. 


Of those stamps of which only one 


copy Is known, the first is a post- 
master's provisional issued at Bos- 
caweu. N. II. Another is a stamp from 
Britisa Guiana. Only one copy of this 
is known and is in n celebrated collec- 
tion in Paris. prol&bly the largest .col- 
lection in the world. 


In 1893 the Niger Coast Protectorate 


Issued a series of surcharged stamps, 
all of which are scarce, and some of 
them are in the ranks of the world's 
greatest rarities. This refers especial- 
ly to the twenty shilling values. Of 
the 20 shillings, surcharged in violet, 
only flve copies were e\er printed; of 
the vermilion surcharge, only two 
copies, and of the black surcharge, only 
one copy. 


As there is and can be only one copy 


of this last stamp, it is justly entitled 
to be considered the rarest of all 
stamps. It probably would not sell so 
high as the better known and more 
popular "postoffice" stamps of Mau- 
ritius. Yet of these there are known 
fourteen copies of the penny and twelve 
of the twopenny.—St. Nicholas. 


LUCK IN A MISTAKE. 


When the Famous Singer Albani First 


Went to London. 


The curious story of Mme. Albani's 


first London engagement Is as follows: 
Colonel Mapleson heard of her singing 
at a theater at Malta, and, thinking 
that she would be successful, he made 
her an offer through an agent of a con- 
tract to sing in Her Majesty's theater. 
She agreed to it and went to London, 
but on arriving there she told the cab- 
man to drive her to the Italian opera 
house. 


He, instead of going to Her Majes- 


ty's, took her to Covent Garden, which 
was also devoted to Italian opera. She 
was shown up to the manager's office 
and stated that she had come to sign 
the contract "which, Mr. Mapleson had 
offered her. 


Mr. Gye, thinking1 to play a joke on 


his rival, Mapleson, made out a con- 
tract, and Albani signed It Mr. Gye 
then told her that he was not Colonel 
Mapleson, but that he could do much, 
better by her. He offered to tear up 
the contract If she liked, but told her 
that Nilsson was singing at Her Maj- 
esty's and would brook no rival. 


Albani decided to let the contract 


stand and thus became one of the stars 
of Covent Garden, eventually marrying 
the son of Mr. Gye.—Westminster Ga- 
zette. 


Fanny Dickens. 


Fanny, the sister of Charles Dickens, 


was one of the first students entered at 
the old Royal Academy of Music when 
it opened its doors at Tenterden street 
in 1823, and at that time the students 
lived at the academy, only going home 
for the week end. "Every Sunday," 
Dickens told Forster, "I was at the 
academy at 0 o'clock in the morning to 
fetch her (Fanny), and we walked back 
there together at night." And the Sun- 
day itself the two spent—in the Mar- 
shalsea prison, where their father and 
mother then resided, owing to Mr. 
Dickens having "failed to propitiate 
his creditors." \Vhile her father was 
still in prison Fanny won a prize at 
the academy, and the future novelist, 
then engaged in pasting labels on 
blacking pots at 7 shillings a week, 
was present to see her receive it.— 
Westminster Gazette.

he manufacturers' association will
